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In response to a published notice, a meeting of representa- 
tive citizens of York was held in the parlors of the Colonial 
Hotel on the evening of March 2^, 1895. The object of this 
meeting was to discuss measures and" formulate plans for 
the organization of a society for the collection and preser- 
vation of documents, records, books, portraits, views and 
relics, relating to the history of York County, and other 
sections of Southern Pennsylvania. 

Rev. Henry E. Niles, D. D., pastor of, the First Presby- 
terian Church, of York, was made chairman, and William 

F. Weiser, secretary of the meeting. Upon taking the chair, 
Dr. Niles spoke of the need of such a society as was pro- 
posed to be organized, and the benefits to be derived from 
it when put into active operation. 

Rev. Charles James Wood, rector of St. John's Protestant 
Episcopal Church, of York, followed, with thoughtful re- 
marks, referring to the pleasure to be derived from an his- 
torical society, the amount of knowledge to be obtained there- 
from, and the influence the society would have in encouraging 
a careful study of local and general history. 

Rev. Dr. John G. Morris, of Baltimore, a native of York, 
and a member of the Maryland Historical Society, being 
present, addressed the meeting. He discussed the plans and 
purposes of such an organization, and urged that one be 
founded in York, a city and surrounding region so interest- 
ing and rich in historical associations, and so hopeful in the 
promise of future influence and development. 

Brief but encouragplng speeches were also made by Stephen 

G. Boyd, Rev. S. J. Blum, pastor of the Moravian Church of 



York; John M. Brown, Rev. P. Anstadt, D. D., and Rev. 
George M. Slaysman, pastor of the Baptist Church of York. 

Robert F. Gibson, Esq., moved an immediate organization. 
Captain W. H. Lanius offered the following resolution, which 
was adopted: 

Resolved, That we, the undersigned, hereby, agree to form 
the Historical Society of York County, Pennsylvania, and sub- 
scribe our names hereunto as members. 

This resolution was afterward signed by forty-two persons. 

John C. Jordan, Richard E. Cochran, Esq., Daniel K. Trim- 
mer, Esq., Hon. James W. Latimer and Hon. John W. Bit- 
,,Jteiiger were appointed a committee to draft a form of con- 
'. stittiion and by-laws for the society and report them for 
•action at a succeeding meeting. 

At the meeting held July i, 1895, John C. Jordan, the 
chairman, read the constitution and by-laws which the com- 
mittee had prepared. They were ordered to be printed, and 
a copy of each m.ailed to the persons who had subscribed their 
names as members at the first meeting held March 26, 1895. 
They were adopted at a meeting held July 15, 1895, and at 
the same time John C. Jordan was elected president of the 
Society; George P. Smyser, vice president; Charles M. Bill- 
meyer, treasurer; Charles A. Hawkins, Esq., recording sec- 
retary; William F. Weiser, corresponding secretary. Rev. 
Charles James Wood, John W. Bittenger, E. W. Spangler, 
Esq., Jere Carl, D. K. Trimmer, Esq., and J. W. Steacy, 
trustees. 

At a meeting held two weeks later Vice President George 
P. Smyser presided. A letter was received from John C. 
Jordan expressing his interest in the Society and its aims 
and purposes but asked to be excused from serving as its 
presiding officer. 

On motion of Rev. Dr. Niles, the secretary was instructed 
to call upon Mr. Jordan and earnestly request him to assume 
the duties of president. 

Robert F. Gibson, Esq., George S. Schmidt, Esq., and 
Charles I. Nes were appointed a committee to secure a con- 
venient place for the use of the Society. At a subsequent 
meeting Robert F. Gibson reported that the trustees of the 
York Collegiate Institute had generously offered the Cassatt 
Library room for the regular meetings and the auditorium 
for the public meetings of the Society. The report was favor- 
ably received and the thanks of the Society extended to the 
trustees of that institution for the favor they had granted. 

John Temple Graves delivered a popular lecture before 
the Society and invited guests on the evening of January 
10, 1896. 
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On January 2^^ at a regular meeting, Jere Carl was elected 
president; George P. Smyser, vice president; Charles M. 
Billmeyer, treasurer; Charles A. Hawkins, recording secre- 
tary; William F. Weiser, corresponding secretary; John W. 
Bittenger, W. H. Lanius, Henry E. Niles and E. W. Spang- 
ler, trustees. 

The following persons were elected active members : Samuel 
Small, E. T. Jeffers, George R. Prowell, Daniel F. Lafean, W. 
H. McClellan, D. H. Gardner, Henry Small, Henry A. Ebert. 
Interesting and valuable contributions were made Iw John C. 
Jordan, Rev. George M. Slaysman, Rev. S. J. Blum and John B. 
Welsh. 

In 1896 a large delegation of members attended the un- 
veiling of a beautiful tablet placed on the right transept of 
St. John's Episcopal Church of York, to the memory of 
Colonel Thomas Hartley. This thoughtful tribute to a noted 
soldier, lawyer and statesman, whose remains are buried near 
by, was erected by Yorktown Chapter of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution, while Miss Louise D. Black was 
Regent of the Chapter. 

The tablet was unveiled by Dr. C. H. Hall, ot Macon, 
Georgia, a descendant of Colonel Hartley. The sjyeech of 
presentation was delivered by Edward W. Spangler, Esq. ; the 
acceptance by Rev. Charles James Wood, rector of the 
Church; tribute to the memory of Colonel Hartley, by Bishop 
N. S. Rullison ; and oration by Hon. Chauncey F. Black. 

Colonel Hartley was a member of the bar of York county, com- 
manded a regiment in the Revolution, was the first lawyer from 
Pennsylvania admitted to the Supreme Court of the United States, 
at its first session in New York, was a member of the first General 
Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church in America; fo.* 
nearly twelve years was the first representative in Congress from 
York county, and delivered the first protective tariff speech be- 
fore that legislative body. 

At the annual meeting held in January, 1897, B. H. Farquhar 
was elected corrsponding secretary. On the evening of April 8, 
George R. Prowell, by invitation delivered an address on "His- 
torical Societies; Their Plans and Purposes and How to Make 
Them Effective." 

Vice President George P. Smyser offered a motion which was 
passed, instructing the trustees to search for an eligible site iij 
York, upon which a fire proof building could be erected for the 
Historical Society of York County. Books, documents and his- 
torical pictures were presented by Rev. P. Anstadt, John T. Wil- 
liams, Hiram Young, Jacob L. Kuehn, John B. Welsh, Clifford 
R. Daily, of York, and E. D. Bingham, of Oxford, Chester county. 
Pa. 



At a public [neeting lield in the auditorium of the Collegiate 
Institute May 5, iSgy, presided over by Rev. Dr. H. K. Niles, well 
prepared papers were read by Stephen G. Boyd, on "The Early 
History of the York and Peach Bottom Railroad ;" one by George 
R. Prowell on "Frederick Valentine Melslieimer, of York countv 
the Father of American Entomology," and cne by Rev. Joseph D. 
Smith, on "The Early History of Peach Bottom Township" 
The exercises were interspersed with music by the Mozart Club, 
of York, composed of Chester Thomas, Jacob Stager, John A. 
Erwin and George M, Bollinger. 

An open air meeting was held in the pavilion at Highland 
Park, near York, October 7, when papers were read by Rev, N. 
G. Parke, D. D., of Pittston, Pa., on "Early Settlement of York 
County;" one by Rev. Charles James Wood, on "St. John's 
Church of York," and S. G. Boyd concluded his paper on "The 
York and Peach Bottom Railroad." 

There were no changes in the officers and board of trustees at 
the annual meeting for 1898. A committee was appointed to at- 
attend the unveiling of a tablet in Zion Reformed church, of York, 
in memory of Philip Livingston, a signer of the Decl^iration of 
Independence, who died in 1778, while a member of Continental 
Congress in session at York. The funeral services of Livingston 
were held in this church, and his remains rested in tl.c burying 
ground to the rear of the church until removed to Prospect Hill 
cemetery, where the descendants of Livingston erected a monn 
ment. 

In January. 1899. Reinhardt Dempvvolf was elected correspond- 
elected. 

At this meeting Recording Secretary Hawkins reported the 
gifts of interesting and valuable books from Richard E. Cochran, 
Deputy Secretary of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania; 
Hiram Young, Jacob L. Kuehn. Rev. Dr. Fastnacht, of York; 
John T. Reilly. of McSherrystown. and historic photograph of 
Centre Square, York, by Charles M. Wilhelm, taken by him- 
self in 1861 ; specimens of early photography in York by John 
T. Williams, taken by himself in 1856; historic views of York, 
presented by Reinhardt Dempwolf, 

At the October meeting Hon. John W, Bittenger, J. A. Ucmp- 
wolf and Chas. A. Hawkins were appointed a committee to pro- 
cure, if possible, a place for the use of the Society, in the new 
court house. Prof. Wanner presented the minute book of the 
York Relief Association. Secretary Hawkins reported the pur- 
chase of a number of books, including the Colonial Pecords, and 
the first series of the Pennsylvania Archives from the estate of 
the late Colonel Maish. 

At annual meeting in January, igcxa, Prof. A. Wanner was 
elected treasurer, and J. W. Steacy, a trustee. The other officer'! 
and trustees were re-elected. 



The commhtee appointed to secure a permanent place for the 
society, reported that they had called upon the county commis- 
sioners who had granted the use of the large front room on th2 
third floor of (he Court House, 

This was encouraging news and a vote of thanks was tendered 
to the commissioners for the courtesy granted the Society. Dr. 
E. T. Jeffers, Prof. A. Wanner, and R. Dempwoif were appointed 
a committee to procure a cabinet case for valuable documents and 
relics, and a large case for books, for use in the new quarters in 
the Court House. 

January lo Hon, John W. Bittenger was chosen president; 
J. A. Dempwoif and Hiram Young trustees. The other of- 
ficers and trustees were re-elected. The committee reported 
the purchase of a large show case and a handsome book case. 
Contributions of books and historical views were made by 
Captain John Fahs, C. C. Frick, Dr. W. B. Bigler, George J, 
Shetter, Thomas E. Heller. Esq. C. M. Mcllhinny and Isaac 
Runk. 

J. A. Dempwoif, M. B. Gibson and Charles A. Hawkins 
were appointed a committee to arrange with George R. 
Prowell to address the Society on the evening of February 
22, 1901. His address on "George Washington and Conti- 
nental Congress While in Session at York in 1777-8," was 
delivered before a large audience in Court Room No. 2. 

There were no changes in the officers and trustees at the 
annual meeting in January, 1902. Secretary Hawkins reported 
at a meeting held soon afterward that he had secured sub- 
scriptions in money to the amount of $1,020 to be used for 
the benefit of the Society. On motion of Captain W. H. 
Lanius, the secretary was instructed to correspond with 
George R. Prowell, then in Philadelphia, and endeavor to 
secure his services for a stipulated time, to collect and classify 
books for an historical library and portraits, views, docu- 
ments and relics. This work was begun by Mr. Prowell 
early in February. 1902, At a meeting of the trustees held 
February 12 the Dewey system of catalogueing books and 
relics was purchased. Misses Rose Lehman, Nellie Schall, 
Maud Swartz, Mabel Sitler and Annie Immel, teachers in 
the public schools of York, and City Superintendent Wanner 
volunteered to aid in catalogueing and labelling the contribu- 
tions received and the articles loaned or purchased. They 
gave valuable assistance, and the people of the city and 
county of York, and many persons residing elsewhere took 
an active and earnest interest in the progressive movement 
which the Historical Society of York County had instituted. 
Six new cabinets or additional show cases, similar to those io 
the museums in large cities, were purchased and filled with 
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the treasures which were purchased or were given the So- 
ciety. The large and well lighted room in the Court House 
became a centre of attraction, not only to the citizens of the 
city and county, but to many hundreds of visitors from the 
West and other sections of the country. At least eight thou- 
sand persons visited the room from March, i to December 
30, 1902. 

The library of the Society now contains two thousand vol- 
umes and bound files of York County newspapers. The 
books relate to the history of Pennsylvania, and early im- 
prints of works, published in York and other cities and 
towns in the eastern and southern part of the State, includ- 
ing also some of the rarest books printed in this country 
and in Europe; and complete sets of the Colonial Records, 
and the four series of the Pennsylvania Archives, and the 
War of the Rebellion series. The bound files of local news- 
papers are nearly complete, from 1790 to 1903. 

Three cases, with plate-glass lids, contain over two thou- 
sand specimens of Indian archaeology, found along the lower 
Susquehanna river and the Codorus creek in York county. 
These are all classified and labelled, showing where each 
specimen was found, its name, and the use to which it was 
applied by the aborigines. The other cases, also covered 
with plate glass, are filled with classified and neatly labelled 
documents and pamphlets, relating to the early history of 
York County, and other counties of Southern Pennsylvania. 
They also contain relics having a local bearing, relating to 
the French and Indian War, the Revolution, the War of 
1812, the Mexican War. the War for the Union, and the 
Spanish-American War. 

An artistically designed museum has been placed on the 
east wall of the large room. One-half of the surface is cov- 
ered with implements of war of local interest and value. 
The other half of this wall is filled with symbols of peace, 
or tools and implements of the farm and the home, such as 
our ancestors used in the days of Auld Lang Syne. These 
were hung by Mr. David Heckert, of York, who gave other 
voluntary assistance in procuring and classifying the collec- 
tions of the Society. His zealous interest and faithful efforts 
deserve the highest commendation. 

The collections of historic views and notable men and 
women prominent in early days is already large and is 
continually increasing. There are now three hundred of 
these views and portraits hanging on the walls, in neat and 
attractive frames, with glass coverings. They have all been 
labelled, with indelible ink on cards, inside of the glass, so 
that each one will tell its own story to the present and to 
future generations, 



The eventful period of the Revolution when the British 
occupied Philadelphia, and Continental Congress held its ses- 
sions in York, during nine months of the years 1777-78, has 
been carefully studied and investigated. Numerous original 
documents, and one hundred letters, written by officers of 
the army and members of Congress while at York, during the 
Revolution, have been procured for the Society. As authen- 
tic history is written from original records, these documents 
and papers throw additional light not only upon the local 
annals of York, but also upon the stirring times in the dark 
days of the struggle for American Independence when York 
was the seat of Government of the United States. 

Fine mezzo tints, photogravures and etched portraits have 
been obtained of nearly all of the sixty-eight delegates to 
Congress at York, twenty-six of whom were signers of the 
Declaration of Independence. These portraits are to be 
framed and hung in groups at a conspicuous place in the 
rooms of the Society. 

The treasurer's report, which was audited by a committee 
and approved at the October meeting, shows that the sum 
of $1,355.94 was expended for the benefit of the Society from 
January i to August i, 1902. Additional expenditures have 
since been incurred in building up the library, purchasing 
cabinets and in enlarging the collections. 

The annual membership dues were fixed at two dollars. 
Fifty-six members were elected at the July meeting, thirty- 
six at the October meeting and forty at the December meet- 
ing. The contribution of articles to the Society during the 
year 1902 was liberal and encouraging. At the December 
meeting the librarian was authorized to prepare a pamphlet 
embodied in the accompanying pages, giving a history of 
the work that has been done by the Society since its organ- 
ization in 1895. This is the first of a series of printed pam- 
phlets, with continuous paging, to be issued by the Society. 
Succeeding ones will contain papers read at diflferent meet- 
ings on historical subjects. 
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The following members have died since the organization 
of the Society in 1895: 

Hon, James W. Latimer, Judge of the Courts of York 
County, was born in West Philadelphia, in 1836, a descendant 
of a family prominent in the history of Delaware. Early in 
life he came to Yorlc and obtained his education in the York 
County Academy. He studied law, was admitted to the Bar, 
at York, in 1859, and then began his successful career in his 
chosen profession, in which he excelled, both as a counsellor 
and as an advocate. Besides conducting a large general 
practice, he was attorney for several private enterprises and 
corporations. He was elected to the position of Law Judge 
in 1886, and upon the death of Hon. John Gibson, became 
President Judge of the Courts of York County. He was 
president of the Board of Trustees of the York County Acad- 
emy, President of the Delaware Council of the Society of 
Cincinnati, a military order in the United Stales, composed 
of descendants of officers who fought in the Revolution. 
Judge Latimer was a man of broad culture and extensive 
reading, both in the line of his profession and in general litera- 
ture and history. He died at York, July 22, 1899. 

Henry Edward Niles, D, D,, born at South Hadley, Massa- 
chusetts, August 15, 1823: was graduated at Union College, 
Schenectady, N. Y., in 1844, and at Princeton Theological 
Seminary in 184S; pastor of Presbyterian congregations at 
Kinderhook. N. Y., St, Louis, Mo., and Albion. N. Y., until 
1865, when he accepted the pastorate of the First Presbyterian 
Church of York, Pa. He continued as pastor of that Church 
until his death in 1900. His first appearance at York was 
on April 19, 1865. when he delivered a funeral oration, in 
Christ Lutheran Church, at the public services, commemorat- 
ing the death of Abraham Lincoln. During his long service 
at York he was an influential, public-spirited citizen, always 
interested in every movement intended to advance and im- 
prove the material, educational and religious interests of 
the city and county, in every part of which he was well 



known. He was prominent in the affairs of the Presbyterian 
Church; served as Moderator of the Synod of Philadelphia in 
1874, and in 1877 was an associate member of the Pan- 
Presbyterian Council which met at Edinburgh, Scotland. He 
was a trustee of the York Collegiate Institute and of Lincoln 
University, and was chairman of the meeting which organ- 
ized the Historical Society of York County in 1895, and served 
four years as a member of the Board of Trustees. 

George W. Heiges was born at Dillsburg, York County, 
Pennsylvania, May 18, 1842; educated in the public schools 
of Dillsburg and York; a teacher in the borough schools and 
principal of the York Clasical and Normal School; admitted 
to the Bar of York County in 1S67; Deputy County Superin- 
tendent of Schools for one year, during the sickness of his 
brother, Samuel B. Heiges, who was County Superintendent; 
member of the Pennsylvania Legislature in 1872 and 1873; 
County Solicitor in 1877. 1878 and 1879; Chief Burgess of 
York in 1886 and 1887, and during the last year of his incum- 
bency in this office plans were completed for the incorpora- 
tion of York into a city after an existence of one hundred 
years as a borough. He took a leading part in that move- 
ment, and in other measures for the promotion of the public 
good. He was a courteous gentleman, of affable manners 
and genial nature enjoying a high degree of popularity. He 
died in York, December 3, 1900. 

William H, Jordan was born in York, July ig, 1830, and 
obtained his education in the York County Academy. For 
thirty years he was one of the leading merchants of his native 
city, and, together with his brother, John C, Jordan, carried 
on a large dry goods business in Centre Square. Possessing 
excellent ability and good Judgment, he prospered in all his 
business relations, and spent the last years of his life in re- 
tirement and in traveling in this country and in Europe. He 
served as director in the Farmers' National Bank of York; 
treasurer of the Borough of York in i86r, 1862 and 1863; 
treasurer of the York Club from its organization in 1857 to 
1899; treasurer of the York Board of Trade; a trustee of the 
York County Academy, and a trustee of the York Lodge of 
F. A. M.; also a past master of that Lodge, and a member of 
the Royal Arch Chapter of the Masonic fraternity. He was 
genial and courteous by nature, and affable in his manners, 
an interesting companion and a loyal friend He died in 
York, December 14, 1899. 

Jacob Ott Miller, D. D., bom at Woodstock, Virginia, De- 
cember 30, 1822; was graduated at Marshall College, Mer- 
cersburg, Pa., in 1848, and at the Reformed Theological Sem- 
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inary at the same place in 1850; pastor of a church at Win- 
chester, Va., until 1853, when he accepted a call to the First 
Reformed Church of York, Pa. Upon the organization of 
Trinity Reformed Church he was chosen pastor, and continued 
to minister to that congregation until his death on April 
18, 1898. He took an active and prominent part in the classis 
and synods of the Reformed Church, and in 1871, 1873 and 
1893 was President of the Synod of the United States, the 
highest deliberative body of the Reformed Church in this 
country, and was, also. President of its Board 01 Home Mis- 
sions for several years. He was a trustee of the York County 
Academy and of Franklin and Marshall College at Lancaster. 
During his long pastorate of forty-five years, at York, he 
built up a large congregation and exerted a wide influence for 
good, not only with his own church people, but throughout 
the city and county of York, where he spent a large part of 
his useful career. 

Stephen G. Boyd, born in Peach Bottom township, York 
County, Pennsylvania, December 6, 1830; educated in the pub- 
lic schools, White Hall Academy and Millersville State Nor- 
mal School ; teacher in York and Wrightsville ; member of 
State Legislature, 1867-8; County Superintendent, 1869-70-1 ; 
projector and first president of the York and Peach Bottom 
Railroad fr six years; first president of the Baltimore and 
Delta Railroad; editor of the York Gazette; member of the 
Bar of York County. He was a man of energy and enthusi- 
astic effort in all his undertakings, a diligent student of his- 
tory and literature. He died in York, September 2^, 1899. 

John H. Small was born in York, December i, 1826. After 
leaving school he began his long business career at York as 
a partner with his father and his brothers in the firm of H. 
Small & Sons, lumber dealers. Later he was a member of 
the firm of Billmeyer & Small and then president of the Bill- 
meyer & Small Company, car builders, at York. He was vice 
president of the First National Bank of York ; director in the 
Keystone Coal and Iron Company; director in the Mexican 
National Construction Company, which built the Mexican 
National Railroad, and vice president of the San Rafael de la 
Zanza Ranco. Mr. Small devoted his whole time and his 
talents to his large and varied interests, and had a long and 
prosperous career in business. He died at York. July i, 1902.
